Back  from  last 
year's  team  were  often  starters  Lynn  Kistler,  Dave  Hartman,  and  Randy  Denman.  Newcomers  were  Ken  Prifogle,  a 
transfer  from  Kokomo,  John  Roesler,  a  transfer  from  Syracuse,  Indiana,  and  Mark  Hilton  from  Milwaukee,  Wiscon- 
sin.   Several  Juniors  and  Sophomore  Joe  Oyler  rounded  out  the  team. 

Then  Windfall  invaded  the  Tig-arena  and  left  with  a  hard  fought,  one  point  victory.  This  seemed  to  set  the  stage 
for  several  more  "one  point"  defeats.  The  Tigers  then  suffered  defeat  by  a  strong  Pioneer  club.  The  Saturday, 
following  Thanksgiving,  was  a  bad  night  as  Fairmount  left  with  a  "one  point"  victory,  in  an  overtime,  on  a  basket  by 
a  substitute  who  "threw"  the  ball  in  as  the  buzzer  sounded.
